prefixed to the preface, that © Diſ- 
eaſes are cured by remedies,” it is 
meant by the lfu adminiſtration of 
them. The age, ſex, and conftitu- 
tion of the patient; the climate of 
the country ; the ſeaſon of the year ; 
the conſtitution of the weather ; the 
period of the diſeaſe---whether it be 
in its progreſs, at its acme, or in its 
decline the procatarctic and proxi- 
mate cauſes; theſe and other cir- 
cumſtances it will generally be ne- 
ceſſary to conſider before a medicine 
is preſcribed; ſince the ſame remedy 
is not always applicable to the ſame 
diſeaſe; and even if it ſhould be 
applicable, much will depend on the 
proper timing of it, on the quantity

is plain, that the adminiſtration of 
remedies is far from being ſo eaſy 
and ſo ſafe a buſineſs as ſome people 
imagine; none, therefore, ſhould at- 
tempt to meddle with it but ſuch as 
are duly qualified. For theſe reaſons, 
the Editor profeſſes to have drawn 
up this Collection, ſolely for the 
uſe of ſuch as are regularly brought 
up to the medical profeſſion. If it 
be aſked, Why, then, are the pre- 
ſcriptions publiſhed i in Engliſn? For 
no other reaſon, he anſwers, than to 
avoid, in the language of Butler, a 

party- coloured dreſs, To have tran- 
ſcribed the Formulæ verbatim from 
the original authors, would not have 
been more difficult than putting them 
into Engliſh. The one is as eaſy as 
the other; but as the comments or 
an- 
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annotations are in Engliſh, it was 
thought proper, for the ſake of uni- 
formity, that the preſcriptians ſhould 
be ſo too. No one who has gone 
through his Accidence, will be at a 
loſs to turn them, at the bed fide of 
the ſick, into medical Latin, 

To a book fo full of authorities, 
there appeared to be no neceſſity for 
prefixing a name. By writing ano- 
nymouſly, the Editor has had an 
opportunity of remarking with free- 
dom on the productions of ſeveral 
living authors, which, on account 

of his perſonal acquaintance with 
ſome of them, he could not otherwiſe 
have done. This advantage, how- 
ever, has had its attendant inconve- 
nience. The obſervations of an ano- 

nymous 
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nymous writer any one may take as his 
own : And this, in fact, has been 
done by the Author of a late phar- 
maceutical tra&, which, from motives 
of delicacy, the Editor forbears to 
name. It is proper, however, to 
remind the public, that the tract al- 
luded to, did not make its appear- 
ance till 1792; whereas the firſt 
edition of this Collection was pub- | 
liſhed in 1791.

B. SIALAGOGUESs 5 
removing ſymptoms, or in entirely curing the diſ- 


caſe. The opium in theſe inſtances proves uſeful, 


he imagines, by obviating the general acrimony in 


the ſyſtem, or, as Mr. Bell (in his late Treatiſe on 
the Lues Venerea, 1793) ſuppoſes, by leſſening 
or removing irritation ; probably, too (we would 
add) by tending, at the ſame time that it allays ir- 
ritation, to promote the diſcharge by the ſkin.— It 
is well known that opium has been given by itſelf 
in venereal caſes, in the hope of accompliſhing a 
cure without the help of mercury; but moſt prac- 


titioners, we are perſuaded, will be ready to join 
with Cullen, Hunter, and Bell, in pronouncing 


that, though opium undoubtedly affords conſider- | 


able relief, it is never alone to be truſted to as a 


remedy capable of curing the venereal diſeaſe. For

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Who directs the pills to be continued for a week 
after the chancres are healed. Calomel, ſays Mr. 
Bell, is given by ſome in large doſes for the cure 
of ſyphilis, even to the extent of ten grains daily. 
He has not found, however, that this is neceſſary, 
and it very commonly proves injurious both to the 
ſtomach and bowels. It anſwers better in doſes of 
a grain, repeated three times a day, by which it 
more readily enters the blood than when given in 
larger quantities, and is leſs apt to run off by ſtool. . 
He conſiders it as one of the beſt ſaline prepara- 
tions of mercury ; and though it operates mildly, 
he believes it to be equally powerful with any other 
form of quickſilver in curing the venereal diſeaſe. 
Calomel is alſo employed with great ſucceſs in va- 
rious other diſeaſes, beſides ſyphihs. Thus in the 
bilious remittent fevers of hot climates, as well as in 
ſome caſes of intermittents ; in hepatitis; in various 
ſpaſmodic affections (ſee Antiſpaſmodics) ; in hy- 
drocephalus and encyſted dropſies (ſee Cathartics 
and Diuretics) this mercurial, continued if neceſ- 
fary till the mouth becomes affected, is found to be 
productive of the beſt effects. Concerning the uſes 
of calomel in other caſes, ſee Diaphoretics, Em- 
menagogues, and Anthelmintics. To have made 
the new pharmaceutical nomenclature conſiſtent, 
the prepoſterous word Calomel ſhould have been re-

Perhaps this mercurial is here preſcribed ſome- 
what too ſparingly. In many venereal caſes, the 
doſe may be repeated three times a day. Mr. J. 
Hunter obſerves, that fifteen grains of crude mer- 
cury ſeem only equal to one or two of the hydrar- 
gyrus calcinatus, The activity of this preparation 
depends, as Mr, Bell has remarked, upon the de- 
gree of triture to which it has been ſubjected. When 


thoroughly triturated, ſmaller doſes will ſuffice. If 


theſe pills are found to paſs off by ſtool too quickly, 


the doſe ſhould be reduced; and their purgative 


tendency may be ſtill farther reſtrained by the addi- 
tion of a quarter or half a grain of opium to each 
| doſe. We cannot help thinking, that the manna 
and mucilage of gum arabic, directed in the Edin- 
burgh formula, are better ſuited to divide the 
quickſilver than the roſe-conſerve in the London 

formula. 
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formula, In conſequence of the more perfect 
comminution of the metallic particles in the Edin- 
burgh pills, they frequently prove, in like doſes, 
nearly as operative as the London pills, though the 
latter contain a larger proportion of quickſilver.— 
Saccharated quickfibver, i. e. quickſilver triturated with 
ſugar- candy till the globules diſappear (of which a 
formula is given in the Fulda Diſpenſatory) is a 
preparation that poſſeſſes ſimilar virtues.—In all 
preparations of this kind, in which trituration is 
made ule of, not only a comminution, but likewiſe 
an imperfect calcination of the metal takes place, 
in conſequence of a greater number of the metallic 
ſurfaces being brought into contact with the air, 
whoſe dephlogiſticating or calcining action is ſtill = 
further promoted by the heat produced by attrition. 
But the diviſion, and (if it be allowable to uſe the 
expreſſion) the ſemi-calcination of the mercurial 
particles, are more certainly and more expeditiouſly 
effected, by precipitating the metal with volatile 
alkali from its ſolution in a proper acid (fuch, for 
Inſtance, as the nitrous) as is done in the caſe of 
the Hydrargyrus præcipitatus cinereus, of the pro- 
perties and doſes of which we have before taken

In the original, the maſs i is directed to 1 divided 
into pills weighing two grains each, of which ſix 
are preſcribed for a doſe. In this way the pills are 

too ſmall, and the number at each taking too great. 
It ſeems better to double their weight, by which 
means half the number ſuffice for a doſe. 


Theſe pills are ſuited to venereal ſores, and particu- 
larly buboes; which laſt Mr. J. Hunter ſays he has 
often ſeen give way to hemlock, and ſooner than to 
any thing he is acquainted with, eſpecially if Joined to 
the bark. Along with the internal uſe of hemlock, he 
recommends the external application of it (in the 
form of a fomentation, waſh, or Poultiee) to the

Every pill in this preſcription, which is an imi- 
tation of the Swediſh formula, contains, when the 
materials are uniformly mixed together, the eighth 
part of a grain of muriated quickſilver. It is eaſy, 
therefore, to regulate the doſes with very great 
nicety. Unleſs the water be uſed hot, a few drops 
more than the number here directed, may be requi- 
ſite for the complete ſolution of the mercurial ſalt. 


Inſtead of giving this preparation of quickſilver, 
commonly termed corroſive ſublimate, in larger 
daſes, evening and morning, it anſwers better 

( ſays Mr. Bell) to give the ſame quantity divided 

into four or five doſes. A grain of (muriated) 
mercury may in this manner be given daily, that 1s, 
a quarter of a grain four times a day. Some have 
| adyiſed 
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| adviſed more, but this is the largeſt doſe that he 
has ever been able to continue for more than two or 
three days together. 


With Mr. John Hunter (corroſive) muriated 
quickſilyer is by no means a favourite preparation. 
In recent caſes, he thinks it only removes the viſible 
local effects, without entirely deſtroying the vene- 
real action; for many more, he ſays, have been 
found to relapſe after taking this preparation, than 
from many of the others; which is owing, he ſup- 
poſes, to its ping off very readily by the ſkin. 


On the other hi Dr. Cullen maintains that, 
in many inſtances (corroſive) muriated quickſilver, 
cures the diſeaſe by a ſmaller quantity of mercury 
than can be done by any other preparation „ though 
the latter introduces the mercury in much larger 
Proportion. In another place the ſame author ſays, 
that it is certainly more active and powerful than 
any other ſaline preparation of this ſemi-metal, and 
that the uſe of it has been often convenient and ef- 
fectual; though he, at the ſame time, readily" al- 
lows that, as its operation is ſo different in men of 
different conſtitutions, the employment of it often 
requires a good deal of management and diſcretion. 
Mr. Bell has obſerved, that opiates have not the 
fame influence in preventing the corroſive muriated 
; quickſilver 
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quickſilver from acting upon the ſtomach and 
bowels, which they commonly have with other pre- 
parations of mercury. He has found nothing ſo 
effectual for this purpoſe, as the decoction of guai- 
acum and mezereon, or plentiful dilution with mu- 
cilaginous drinks and broths. Theſe, he ſuppoſes, 
may act in the firſt place by ſheathing the ſtomach 
and bowels directly from the effect of the medicine; 
and they may alſo prove uſeful by promoting the 
natural tendency, which this form of mercury 
ſeems to have to paſs off by the ſkin. For further

With ſome conſtitutions it may ſuit better to 
dilute this ſolution with an equal proportion of diſ- 
tilled water. One ſpoonful of the ſolution thus di- 
luted, will contain the eighth part of a grain of 
muriated quickſilver, a quantity too ſmall to oc- 
caſion, in general, any inconvenience ; whereas the 
quarter of a grain of mercurial ſalt contained in a 
ſpoonful of the undiluted ſolution, is apt to diſagree, ' 
for the firſt three or four takings, with perſons of 
weak conſtitutions. 


A ſolution of muriated quickſilver in common 
diſtilled water, with the addition of a little mu- 
_ riated ammonia (ſal ammoniac) is preſcribed by 
ſome practitioners in place of the ſpirituous ſolu- 


tion; but Van Swieten's formula ſeems to deſerve 


the preference, ſince the muriated quickſilver ex- 
hibited in his way, is leſs liable to diſorder the 
| ſtomach and bowels. Mr. Bell fays, that the me- 
dicine in this form proves nauſeous ; this inconve- 
nience, however, is eaſily remedied, by directing 
the patients to ſweeten the mucilaginous vehicles in 
which it is taken, with a proper quantity of ſugar. 
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De Haen calls this an incomparable medicine. 
It is certainly a valuable mercurial in caſes where 
the patient's mode of life, the nature of his conſti- 
tution, and other circumſtances, will not admit of 
the employment of many of the other preparations 


of quickſilver. For theſe reaſons, and becauſe it 


does not affect the ſalivary glands fo readily as moſt 
of the other forms of mercury, nor render. thoſe 
who are under its uſe fo liable to take cold, it is 
well ſuited to camp and navy practice. Perhaps, 
however, it may not always be ſafe to truſt entirely 


to this preparation of quickſilver for the cure of 
every form of the venereal diſeaſe.

I ſays Mr. John Hunter, can be 
thrown into the conſtitution with propriety by the 
external method, it is preferable to the internal,

bearing much more than the ſtomach ; {8 alſo af-

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fects the conſtitution much leſs. But it often hap- 
pens that the patient's way of life, and other circum- 
ſtances, do not admit of the mode of inunction, and 
accordingly leave no other means of adminiſtering 


the remedy but by the mouth. 


Of the weaker quickſilver ointment, which ſome 
prefer as irritating the ſkin leſs, from a dram and a 
half to two drams, or even more, may be rubbed 
in daily; and it anſwers better, Mr. Bell ſays, to 
apply it at two different times than all at once. For 
the purpoſe of applying properly this quantity of 
ointment, 20 or 25 minutes of gentle friction is 
neceſſary, the patient all the while being expoſed . 
to the heat ag a moderate * 


In order to promote the abſorption of the quick- 
ſilver, it has, Mr. Bell obſerves, been the prac- 
tice with many to adviſe the body to be immerſed 
in a warm bath, once and again, before the courſe 
is commenced, and to repeat it once or twice a 
week during the whole continuance of it. They 
likewiſe think that the bathing proves uſeful, by 
giving the mercury a particular determination to 
the ſkin, and thus preventing it from producing 
ſalivation. He has not found, however, that a fre- 
quent uſe of the warm bath is neceſſary. It cannot 
in every ſituation be obtained but with much dif- 
C2 ficulty 
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ficulty, and if not properly conducted, it is apt, 
during a courſe of mercury, to expoſe the patient 
to ſuffer from the effects of cold. Before the com- 
mencement of the courſe, where the ſkin is parti- 
cularly dry, he has ſometimes thought it right to 
adviſe the uſe of a warm bath; but, as in other in- 
ſtances of a ſimilar nature, the ointment has an- 
ſwered equally well where this precaution was not 
taken, he does not conceive that it is of much im- 
portance. But although he is of opinion that it is 
not neceſſary (We would obſerve, however, that, 
though it may not be neceſſary, it is certainly ſer- 
viceable, and ſhould therefore be occaſionally uſed 
where circumſtances will admit of it) to immerge 
the whole body in a warm bath during a courſe of 
mercury ; yet Mr. Bell has found that ſome advan- 
tage is derived from cauſing the parts upon which 
the ointment has been rubbed, to be well bathed 

with ſoap and water before repeating it upon the 

ſame place. He therefore thinks it proper to adviſe 

this to be generally done. After having gone 
through a courſe of mercury, it is cuſtomary, and 


perhaps uſeful, to go twice or chrice in the warm 
bath. | | 


| Where the remedy, ſays the ſame practitioner, 

is chiefly employed for the removal of a local af- 
alten, ſuch as a n we endeavour to make it 
| paſs 
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paſs through - the lymphatic veſſels of the part, 
and in ſuch caſes this determines the place to which 


the ointment ſhould be applied; but where no local 
ſympton of this kind takes place, it may be applied 
with equal ſafety and propriety to any part of the 
body, and the place of application ſhould be changed 
from day to day. Thus we obviate the irritation 
of the ſkin, which is apt to happen from applying i it 
repeatedly to the ſame place, at the ſame time 


that we promote the abſorption of the mercury. 


The time to be employed in a courſe of mercury, 
and the quantity to be given, are circumſtances 
that cannot with any exactneſs be aſcertained. They 
depend in a great meaſure upon the effects with 
which they are attended; but Mr. Bell obſerves, 
that, in general, few caſes are ſo bad as to require 
the medicine, when properly conducted, to be 
continued longer than nine or ten weeks. In re- 
cent caſes, four or five weeks are for the moſt part 
ſufficient ; while in ſome obſtinate old affections, 
where the bones have been diſeaſed, or the ulcers 
very foul and extenſive, he has known it negeſlary 
to go on to the twelfth or thirteenth week. 


Many practitioners, Mr. Bell obſerves, think 
that the ſame quantity of mercury muſt prove 
equally uſeful in whatever time it may be given,

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provided the mouth be kept moderately ſore during 
the whole period. This, however, is not the caſe. 
He has met with various inſtances of venereal ſores, 


as well as other ſymptoms, which had either ob- 


ſtinately reſiſted a very long continued courſe of 
this kind, or which had recurred from time to time 
after a cure had been ſuppoſed to be obtained, and 
which at laſt were entirely removed by a much leſs 
quantity of the medicine being given in a ſhorter 
period of time. What he inculcates is, that the 
more inveterate ſymptoms of the diſeaſe will ſel- 
dom yield to an alterative courſe of mercury, how- 
ever long it may be protracted, while the ſame 
quantity of the medicine will ſeldom fail, when 
given ſo as to keep the ſyſtem for a ſhorter period 
more completely under its influence, He has 
known more than fifty caſes in which this actually 


happened; where venereal ſores, from reſiſting 


mercury under an alterative courſe, were judged 
to be incurable, and where complete cures were 
afterwards obtained merely by carrying the uſe of 
mercury to a greater length than had previouſly 
been done. The reſult of all his experience 1s, that 
to render general practice in the venereal diſeaſe 


ſafe, that is to guard as much as poſſible againſt a 


return of the diſeaſe, a middle courſe muſt be ob- 


ſerved between the ſevere degrees of ſalivation 
| which our forefathers judged neceſſary, and the 


oppolite 
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oppoſite extreme into which the moderns have 
fallen. | 


There are ſeveral other diſeaſes, beſides the ve- 
nereal, in which mercurial inunction is a remedy ; 
ſuch are, hydrophobia, and tetanus ; hydrocepha- 
| lus, and encyſted dropſies ; hepatitis, &c.

If we were to follow implicitly the opinion of Dr. 
Cullen, we ſhould not inſert a formula of myrrh 
in this claſs of medicines, ſince he with Dr. Fother- 
gill, condemns the uſe of this drug in phthiſical 
caſes; in which, however, other practitioners 
have often employed it with advantage. We are 
ready to allow, indeed, that, in irritable habits, 
where much hectic fever has been preſent, it may 
ſometimes have proved hurtful, eſpecially if given 
too freely; but in the earlier ſtages of the diſeaſe, 
where the conſtitution languiſhes under debility with 
hardly any concomitant fever, this gum-reſin, 
while it promotes the appetite and digeſtion (effects 
which the Doctor himſelf admits) tends at the ſame 
time to ſtrengthen, the ſyſtem throughout, and to 
improve and promote, along with the reſt of the 
ſecretions and excretions, the diſcharge from the 
lungs.— Dr. Fothergill, in his remarks on the cure 
of conſumptions, has claſſed this gum-reſin along 
with the balſams and turpentines, and condemning 
very properly the uſe of them in ſuch affections of 

| the 
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the lungs, has condemned alſo, but not quite ſo 
properly, we think, the uſe of this in the ſame. 
For, whether we conſider its chemical or its ſen- 
ſible properties, myrrh will appear to differ very 
conſiderably from both thoſe other vegetable pro- 
ducts. A mucilaginous principle, not to be met 
with in the genuine turpentines and balſams, forms 
one of the chief conſtituent parts of myrrh. Hence 
it is ſoluble in water, whereas the balſams are not; 
hence, too, it burns with difficulty, and not with- 
out leaving behind a good deal of coally mat- 
ter, whereas the balſams are highly inflammable, 
and leave behind but little reſiduum. Applied to 
the tongue, myrrh does not impart that hot and 
pungent ſenſation which the balſams are known to 
produce, and which ſeems to be owing to a very 
penetrating and diffuſible eſſential oil, or (to uſe 
Boerhaave's expreſſion) ſpiritus rector, with which 
they abound. Seeing, then, that it contains a bland 
Principle, viz. the mucilage, which they want, and 
that if it does not want, at moſt it poſſeſſes only in 
a ſcanty proportion, the acrid principle, viz. the 
eſſential oil, which is found fo plentifully in them, 
and upon which their heating and irritating effects 
depend ; it cannot certainly be proper to ſet it down 
as one and the ſame ſubſtance with them; And 
therefore, while we join with Dr. Fothergill in repro- 


5 Pine the uſe of balſams and turpentines, as expec- 
torants 
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torants or otherwiſe, in pulmonary conſumptions; 
yet from the favourable teſtimonies of others, and 
from our own obſervation, we ſtill think that myrrh 
(perſuaded that it differs in many reſpects from 
both thoſe other ſubſtances) may, if properly ma- 
naged, be often employed with advantage as an 
expectorant. For further remarks on the uſe of 


myrrh, ſee Toxics. 


With regard to the form in which it is above pre- 
ſcribed, there may be ſome room for objection, on 
account of the quantity of ſugar which is given along 
with it. The operation of the medicine might be 
better promoted by joining to it a ſmall quantity of 
ſome neutral ſalt, ſuch as vitriolated kali, and either 
diminiſhing the proportion of ſugar (or ſugar 
candy) or leaving the ſugar entirely out, and em- 
ploying a little powdered liquorice- root in its place. 


On the Continent, and particularly in Germany, 
the Watery Extract of Myrrh is frequently preferred 
to the natural drug. According to the Brunſwick 
and Fulda Diſpenſatories, it is prepared by digeſting 
powdered myrrh, for ſeveral days, in water, in the 
proportion of one part of myrrh to fix parts of wa- 
ter, and afterwards evaporating the decanted (or, if 
neceſſary, the ſtrained) ſolution to the confiſtence 
olf an extract. (The reſiduum may be uſed for 
d 55 making 
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making the tincture or ſpiriruous ſolution of myrrh). 
By this treatment great part of the reſin is ſeparated 
from the gum, which is conſequently rendered 
much leſs heating. Of this preparation, the * is 


from ten to thirty grains, and more. 


Pouder with Tartariſed Autimony.

miſplaced by being inſerted here.

Perhaps magneſia, in a larger proportion, might 
be ſubſtituted with advantage in place of the teſta- 
ceous powder. The antimonial precipitate, ſo com- 
bined, will often exert a triple operation, proving 
to be in the ſame perſon emetic, expectorant, and 
cathartic. In the original preſcription, which 
moreover contains ſix grains of vitriolated kali, the 
whole of the powder is for a ſingle doſe; but two 
or three grains of this antimonial are quite enough 
for a doſe, where full vomiting is not intended. 


Conformably to the principles upon which the 
new pharmaceutical nomenclature is founded, ought 
not this preparation of antimony to have been called, 
in our pharmacopceias, Antimonium ſulphuratum 

Ne | præcipitatum, 
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præcipitatum, ſulphurated precipitate of antimony. 
- Zthiop's mineral and cinnabar have not been called 
black and red ſulphurs of quickſilver, but black 
and red ſulphurated quickſilver. There is but one 
ſulphur, the pure, inflammable, unmetallic ſulphur. 
If verbal niceties are thought worth being attended 
to in ſome inſtances, they ſhould be attended to 1n 


all. 


Antimony, as Dr. Cullen and other pharma- 
- ceutical writers have remarked, when affociated 
with an acid, and eſpecially with the vegetable (as 
in the Powder with Tartariſed Antimony, page 28) 
being the leaſt irregular in its operation, is to be 
preferred to all other preparations of this metal, in 
which no ſuch combination is made,

In the general re- 
form of pharmaceutical language, why was not 
the old chemical, or rather alchemical term fores, 
expunged ? To have conveyed a proper idea of its 
nature, this preparation ſhould, after the example 
of the Swediſh pharmacopœia, have been deno- 
minated by our College, Sal eſſentiale vel Sal Aci- 
dum Benzoes, or, as it has ſince been called in the 
new Edinburgh pharmacopceia, Acidum benzoi- 
cum. At all events it ſhould have been named 
Benzoe ſublimata, rather than Flores benzoes, 


— 


If the flowers appear of a yellow colour (i. e. if 
ſome of the oil riſes up with them) the ope- 
rator is directed by the London College, to mix 
them with white clay, and re- ſublime. But this 
mode of purification is objectionable, becauſe the 
argillaceous earth abſorbs not only the oily matter, 
but alſo a portion of the acid, whereby a loſs is 
ſuſtained; and further, becauſe it is not only tedious 
but extremely difficult, if not impoſſible, to effect a 
complete purification of the ſalt in this way. If it 
muſt be purified (though it is doubtful whether, 
for medicinal uſe, it be not better to let the oily 
matter remain adhering to the ſalt) the beſt mode 
of doing this, is to diſſolve the ſublimed acid in 

| hot 
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hot water (after the manner of the Edinburgh phar- 
macopœia) and afterwards ſet it by to cryſtallize 
in the cold. 


We may here further remark, that it ſeems much 
more advantageous to prepare the acid of benzoin

To conſider emetics merely as evacuants of the 
ſtomach, would be to take a very contracted and 
imperfect view of their effects; for if traced through 
the whole of their operation in the various diſeaſes 
in which they are employed, their influence over 
the human body appears ſo manifold and extenſive, 
that they may be juſtly reckoned amongſt the 
moſt powerful inſtruments which the materia me- 
dica affords. Hence, beſides their uſe as cleanſers 
of the alimentary canal, they ſerve to induce ſweat- 
ing, in fevers ; to favour expectoration, in diſorders 
of the lungs; to promote abſorption, in caſes of _ 
dropſy; and to bring on a flow of the menſes, in 
uterine obſtructions. By means of their peculiar 
action on the nervous and vaſcular ſyſtem, they 
allay the ſpaſms in aſthma, and check the diſcharge 
of blood, in hemorrhages from the lungs and uterus. 
In the firſt of theſe, viz. in ſpitting of blood, they 
have been given with advantage, by Dr. Robinſon, 
and till more lately, by Dr. Stoll, of Vienna; 
who ſays, that in ſuch caſes ipecacuanha ſometimes 
acts like a charm, ſeeming to cloſe the open veſſels 


of the lungs ſooner and more effectually than any 
other 
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other remedy. In the other, viz. in uterine he- 


morrhagy (according to Dahlberg's experiments, 
as related by Murray) ſmall doſes only of theſe 


medicines, ſo as to excite ſickneſs, but not vomit- 
ing, are found to anſwer beſt. But in both theſe 
inſtances, they ſhould be adminiſtered with caution, 
ſince it ſometimes happens that they do more harm 
than good. Dr. Cullen once met with an accident 
of this kind, in which the vomiting increaſed the 
hemorrhagy to Agent and oo degrees 


Dyſentery i is another diſeaſe in which emetics are 
peculiarly ſerviceable. | 


Where there is much viſceral inflammation ; 
where there are ſymptoms of great accumulation in 
the veſſels of the head; in the advanced ſtages of 
pregnancy, and in caſes of inteftinal hernia, me- 
dicines of this claſs are to be avoided. And, in 
general, perſons who have weak and delicate ſto- 
machs, ſhould be cautious of employing them too 
freely, ſince, as Dr. Cullen has remarked, frequent 
vomiting renders the ſtomach leſs fit to retain what 
is thrown into it, and even weakens its W of

But where a dyſentery has been of ons ſtanding, 
the cure neceflarily muſt be performed by ſlow de- 
grees ; then a doſe every night and morning will 
be ſufficient. It is in 1nveterate caſes to be con- 
tinued for weeks or months, omitting it now and 


then. 


In table-ſpoonful doſes it generally cauſes a vo- 
miting, or great nauſea, and ſometimes a purging, 
for the firſt few times of taking it.

The ſolution of vitriolated zinc is alſo recom- 
mended in all pulmonic oppreſſions, where reſpi- 
ration is performed with difficulty, and where 


expectoration i is to be promoted, and the bronchial 
* glands 
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glands are to be unloaded and cleanſed, in nau- 
ſeating or ſlightly vomiting doſes. In moiſt phleg- 
matic aſthmas, in catarrhal coughs, and in the 
hooping cough, its effects are ſaid to be wonder- 
ful; taken once or twice a day, particularly in 
the morning, faſting, in doſes to cauſe a flight 
retching. In the ſame manner it removes de- 
fluxions on the lungs, bronchia and trachea, from 
relaxation of the parts, or defect of their powers; 
and may prevent conſum ptions, induced by thoſe 
cauſes. 


If coſtiveneſs, the common conſequence of its 
continued uſe, happen, it muſt be omitted till this 
is removed by ſome aperient. The alum ought 
to be left out when the effects of the vitriol, and 
not the reſult of their combination, are required. 


Taken in nauſeating doſes every eight hours, 
this medicine has alſo been known to remove

In the diforders hen mentioned, the ſolution 
of vitriolated zinc is faid to be preferable to every 
other nauſeating or emetic medicine whatever, be- 
cauſe the patient is not harraſſed with its operation, 
which is never violent (as antimonials ſometimes 
we) generally inſtantaneous, and as ſuddenly over,

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always leaving the ſtomach ſtrongly invigorated ; 
becauſe it never cauſes ſpaſms in the viſcera, nor 
any nervous affections, which antimonials careleſsly 
Exhibited often occaſion ; and laſtly, becauſe it re- 
quires neither dilution with it nor regimen, nor 
reſtriction after it. The only objection to it, is its 
diſagreeable taſte, which it is ſaid cannot be im- 


proved without deſtroying its virtues.

Sir G. Baker 
obſerves, that we ought principally to rely on the 
operation of the more active cathartics, ſteadily 
inſiſted on until the bowels have been thoroughly 
cleared. But a phyſician, he adds, will not pro- 
| bably ſucceed ſo ſoon, or fo certainly, in relieving 
his patient from pain, by any means, as by joining 
opium (which we ſee is done in this preſcription of 
Dr. Mead's) with a purgative medicine. In caſes, ' 
likewiſe (continues the ſame author) where ſuch a 
diſpoſition to vomiting prevails, that nothing is 
retained in the ſtomach, opium will be thus. ad- 
- miniſtered with a peculiar advantage. In other 
reſpects, Sir George differs both in opinion and 
practice, from ſome other practitioners, and par- 
ticularly from Dr. Warren, concerning the time 
and manner of exhibiting the anodyne ; which the 
laſt mentioned phyſician preſcribes at the very be- 
ginning, and before the contents of the bowels have 
been brought away by purging medicines ; con- 
ſidering the diſeaſe to conſiſt in a ſpaſmodic con- 
ſtriction of the. inteſtines, which the irritating effects 
of cathartics are at firſt apt to increaſe. Agreeably 
to theſe notions, he withholds the medicines of this 
claſs till the third or fourth day, till the pain and 
tenſion of the belly are removed ; and then he only 
preſcribes ſome of the milder laxatives, ſuch as the 
Draught with Vitriolated Magneſia, as noticed far- 

ther 
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ther on. A practice ſimilar to this of Dr. Warren's, 
was adopted by the late Dr. Stoll, for the cure of 
the ſame affection. The Vienna phyſician employed 
the opium moſtly in a fluid form (as in the mixture 
with opium, mentioned under the claſs of Narcotics) 
and ſo freely, that in the courſe of one night, a 
patient took thirteen grains of the poppy juice. 

He was frequently aſtoniſhed to find, he ſays, that 
the belly, which could not before be opened by any 
means, after giving a large doſe of opium, either 
became looſe of itſelf, or yielded to the glyſters 
which had been repeatedly thrown up, but to no 
purpoſe, before ; or laſtly, ſtools might then be 


procured by the uſe 1 a mild purge. 


Inſtead of throwing opium- into the ſtomach, 
either along with or before the cathartic, Dr. Per- 
cival adviſes the injecting of it into the inteſtines, in 
| theſe caſes. For opium given clyſter-wiſe, does 
not, he obſerves, check the periſtaltic motion of 

the inteſtines, nor counteract the operation of any 
purgative, ſo powerfully, as when received into 
the ftomach. And, in this way it is faid to be 
moſt efficacious in alleviating the fickneſs, and in 
putting a ſtop to the violent retchings with which 
colics are often attended.

On account of its active virtues, this plant, 
though not inſerted in the materia, medica of our

In the formula given by Lewis, four parts of 
electuary of ſenna are taken to one of ſulphur;

Although it be true, as Woodville relates from 
Long, that in ſome parts of the Weſt Indies, wood- 
en caſks, and not copper veſſels, are uſed for re- 
ceiving the bruiſed pods of the tamarind ; yet as 
the preſence of copper has been detected (without 
mentioning Baume or others, we ſhall only refer 
to Remler's Treatiſe on the Acid of Tamarinds, 
Erfurt. 4to. 1787) in the fruit as it comes to Eu- 
rope, there is reaſon to ſuſpect, what other writers 
have aſſerted, that the pods are ſoaked or boiled with 
ſugar, or other ſubſtances, in copper veſſels. This 
may be more the practice in che Eaſt than in the 
Welt Indies, 


In conſequence of this impregnation which has 
been detected in preſerved tamarinds, Dr. Schlereth 
directs the fruit to be purified by boiling it in water 
in a ſtone or delft- ware veſſel (a glaſs veſſel would be 
better) and adding to every pint of the ſtrained 
decoction, half an ounce of iron-filings. The li- 
quor is then to remain at reſt for twenty-four 
hours; after which it is to be decanted clear off 
from the filings. If upon immerging for ſome time 

in this $quor - a Poliſhed plate of iron, it ſhows, 
| when 
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when taken out, no coppery appearance, the liquor 
is to be boiled down to the conſiſtence of honey, 
and, being mixed with about a fourth of its weight 
of white ſugar, is to be inſpiſſated to a proper con- 
ſiſtence, and kept in a glaſs veſſel. This is the 
Pulpa tamarindorum depurata of the Fulda Diſ- 
penſatory. By this treatment the tamarind-juice 
is doubtleſs deprived of any copper it might con- 
tain; but, as it becomes impregnated with iron in 
place of the, copper, it is certainly highly improper, - 
as a diſtinguiſhed foreign writer on pharmacy has 
remarked, to call the pulp ſo prepared a pure pulp 
of tamarinds. It is, in fact, a chalybeate, and its 
proper title is 7amarindated iron. Tamarinds once 
impregnated with copper, can never be rendered 
fit, without entirely altering their qualities, for me- 
dicinal purpoſes. To diſcover ſuch an impregna- 
tion, it is only neceſſary to boil the fruit in water, and 
hold the blade of a penknife, watch- ſpring, or bit 
of poliſhed iron wire, for ſome time therein. If 
there be any copper preſent, on taking out the 
poliſhed piece of iron, and dipping it in cold water, 
it will appear coppery; and on dropping upon it a few 
drops of yolatile alkali or water of amen, A blue 
colour will be produced,

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F. DIURETICS. 


The operation of diuretics is greatly promoted 
by plentiful dilution ; which ſhould by no means 
be withheld from dropſical#patients, though for 
many years paſt, the contrary method has too much 
prevailed. The medical world is much indebted 
to Dr. Milman, for the pains he has taken to ſhew 
the propriety of indulging ſuch patients in the free 
uſe of liquids. Not to mention the obſervations of 
Bacher (already noticed under Cathartics, page 62) 
and other pradtitioners, we ſhall only add thoſe of 
Dr. Cullen, in confirmation of the propriety of 
this method. I always thought it abſurd, ſays he, 
in phyſicians to employ e while they en- 
joined an abſtinence from drink, which is almoſt 
the only means of conveying theſe diuretics to the 
kidneys; So whenever I employ diuretics, I at 
the ſame time adviſe drinking freely ; and I am per- 
ſuaded that drinking largely has often contributed 
to the Cures I mas made.

All thoſe medicines which promote the ſenſible 
or inſenſible diſcharge by the ſkin, require to be aſ- 
ſiſted in their operation by the plentiful uſe of weak, 
tepid drinks, ſuch as warm water, gruel, tea, or the 
like. In modern practice, frequent recourſe is had to 
medicines which produce this effect, for the cure of 
various diſeaſes. Thus they are employed in malig- 
nant fevers, in dyſenteries, in rheumatiſms, in gout, 
in dropſies, and in venereal affections. On the 
other hand, owing to the heating qualities of many 
of them, and on account of the warmth which is 


applied to the body during the uſe of all of them,

Heberden, have doubted whether the internal 
employment of aſtringents be of any ſervice in 
ſtopping hæmorrhages, except thoſe of the primæ 
viæ: But from the well known power which many 
of the medicines of this claſs poſſeſs, in preventing 
the recurrence of a paroxyſm of intermittent fever, 
very ſoon after they have been taken into the ſto- 
mach, and before it can be ſuppoſed they have en- 
tered the circulation, Dr. Cullen is induced to abide 

by the old and common opinion of their uſe, ſee- 
ing it not difficult to conceive, that their action 
may be communicated, by means of the nervous 
ſyſtem, from the ſtomach to the remoteſt parts of 
the body. Many inſtances of internal bleedings, 
that have ceaſed on the exhibition of Aſtringents,

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Dr. Cullen obſerves, that though in ſome in- 
ſtances he found this remedy prevent the coming 
on of a paroxyſm, yet the alum and nutmeg diſ- 
agreeing with the ſtomach, he did not repeat them, 
having more agreeable and more certain medicines 
at hand. Lewis, who has likewiſe copied this com- 
poſition, remarks, that it may be taken twice a day 
with ſucceſs, in violent uterine hæmorrhages, and 
other immoderate ſecretions.

applied, and to the quality of the remedy itſelf, 
the powder being not always egually good. In 
general, however, leſs than two ounces ſeldom ſuf- 
fices, and more is often required. For covering 
the taſte of it, to which ſome people have an almoſt 
invincible diſlike, ſweet mucilaginous liquids are 
found to anſwer beſt. - Lewis - recommends the in- 
fuſion of liquorice root; but for this purpoſe we 
have found, with Dr. Lind, milk to anſwer beft.

It is now generally agreed upon amongſt thoſe 
that have had moſt experience in ſuch kinds of ſe- 
vers, that the earlier the bark is given in intermit- 


tents, the better. Accordingly the preſent improved 


practice does not admit of loſing time, as was for⸗ 


merly done, in the employment of a courſe of pre- 
paratory medicines, and in waiting till the diſeaſe 
has gone through ſeveral periods: All the prepara- 
tion which is now judged neceſſary, is to cleanſe the 
firſt paſſages by an emetic and purge, and then re- 
courſe is immediately had to the Peruvian febrifuge ; 
or, at moſt, if there ſhould be a redundancy of bile, 


with appearances of obſtruction in the liver, ſmall

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doſes of calomel are e and n continued 
ſo as to excite a gentle ſalivation: But where the 
patients are very weak, and the fits are very vio- 
lent, as often happens in the hot climates, neither 
the yellowneſs of the ſkin, nor an obſtructed liver, 
mould intimidate the practitioner from immediately 
preſcribing the bark ; ſince, as Dr. Cleghorn has 
judiciouſly remarked, this medicine is even under 
ſuch circumſtances of the greateſt uſe, as it averts 
ſudden death, and gains time to join with it other 
means towards compleating a cure; and, upon the 
whole, he ventures to affirm, that more bad con- 
ſequences enſue from giving it too late than too 
ſoon. On theſe occaſions, where the general ſtate 
of the patient will not allow of adminiftering eva- 
cuants by themſelves ;' and yet where ſome particu- 
lar ſymptoms indicate their uſe, they may be given 
in conjunction with the. bark, of which fort of, for- 
| mulz ſeveral examples wall be noticed farther c on. 


Although, in very cent ; caſes, ſome prac- 
titioners have ventured to adminiſter the bark whilſt 
the fever has been preſent ; yet they all agree that 
the proper time for giving it, is during the inter- 
miſſion. They are not, however, equally agreed, 
vhether it is beſt to throw it in immediately at the 
end of the hot fit, or juſt before the expected com- 


ing on of the next cold fit. Dr. Cullen, ſeeing that 
* id - 
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the effects of this medicine on the human body are 
not very durable, directs, after the manner of the 
Roman Schedule, the exhibition of it in large doſes 
as near as poſſible to the times of acceſſion; and 
ſuch, too, was in many inſtances the practice of 
Torti:— Other phyſicians, on the contrary, ſuch as 
Morton formerly, and Werlhof latterly, have found 
it generally anſwer beſt to employ it immediately as 


the hot fit goes off, perſiſting in its uſe during the 


whole time of, intermiſſion, and until the cold fit 
comes on. This was the way alſo in which the ce- 
lebrated empyric Talbor uſed to adminiſter the bark. 


By this method a larger quantity of the drug may be 


thrown into the body, and thus the recurrence of 
the paroxyſms, and eſpecially a relapſe, ſeems to be 


more effectually prevented. Which ſoever method 
is adopted, it will generally be proper to continue 


the medicine (but in ſmaller doſes, and with lon- 
ger intervals of repetition) for ſome time after the 


removal of the fits, in order to prevent a relapſe. 


To make it fit eaſy on the ſtomach, and to prevent 
it from paſſing off too quickly by ſtool, it is often 
_ neceſſary to join aromatics and opiates with it; of 
| which compoſitions cxamples v will be met with far- 
| ther on. 


As the Peruvian bark i is a remedy which is now 


oerl employed for Wag cure of agues, and as

proper adminiſtration of it, we judged it would be 
of uſe, to the younger part of the profeſſion, at 
leaſt, to collect under one view, the principal cir- 
cumſtances that require to be attended to.

Amongſt our own prac= 
titioners, Dr. Percival recommends the uſe of 
them in conſumptions, aſthma, and other affections 
of the lungs. The ordinary doſe is from one to ten 
or twelve grains; though Dr. Donald Monro ſays 
that he has ſeen them often given to the quantity of 
twenty, and even thirty grains. Dr. Cullen relates 
that, in remote parts of Scotland, where the flores 
zinci were not to be had, he frequently preſcribed 
the vitriolum album; and in ſome caſes with as 
good effect. He obſerves in another part of his, 
work that camphor may be combined with theſe 
metallic lowers with great advantage. Dr. Odier, 
of Geneva, found it uſeful to adminiſter them in 
conjunction with the ammoniated copper of the 
preceding preſcription. From what Meſſrs. Hellot - 
and Meglin have obſerved, and from what happened 

to a patient who took this medicine under the care 
of Dr. Percival (who ſuſpects that it ſometimes 
contains a mixture of arſenic, which indeed does 
enter into ſome of the blende ores) itis atleaſt doubt- 
ful whether it has not ſome deleterious quality; and 
therefore we ſhould be cautious of employing it for 
much length of time, or in large doſes.

Both in his Diſpenſatory, and in his Experimental 
Hiſtory, the time of maceration firſt aſſigned by

Among our own practitioners, Dr. Donald Monro 
has frequently ordered, with good effects, both the 
powder and infuſion of this root, in fevers; and 
has likewiſe found it to be a good ſtomachic bitter 
in many caſes: And Dr. Lettſom recommends it 
ſtrongly, from his own ſucceſsful trials, in caſes of 
hyſteria, nervous debility, dyſpepſia from hard drink- 
ing, and habitual diarrhza. ' He preſcribes it infuſed

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After the repeated teſtimonies of ſo many foreign 
writers in favour of the tonic powers of this ſpe- 
cies of lichen, we cannot but expreſs our ſurpriſe 
that it has been ſo little regarded by all our own 
practitioners. Our London College have not re- 
ceived it into their New Pharmacopceia; and 
though it has been admitted into the Edinburgh 
liſt, yet we do not perceive, on referring to their 
authors on the materia medica, that it has been ever 
introduced into practice there, It is not once men- 
tioned in all Dr. Cullen's large work, where, how- 
ever, it was natural to expect it might have found 
room. There is ſome account of it, it is true, in 
the Edinburgh New Diſpenſatory, by Dr. Duncan; 
but it is ſpoken of in ſuch a ſlight and curſory man- 
ner, that little more can be collected from what is 
there ſaid, but that “ it has been recommended in 
phthiſis and ſcorbutus,“ and that © if it have any 
effect, it is probably only as a mild article of diet.” 


To come back again to our own writers, we find, 
in like manner, that no notice has been taken of it 
by Dr. Donald Monro; though he has treated of 
ſome other vegetables, which, like this, are re- 
commended only by foreign authorities, but whoſe 
uſes, we cannot help thinking, are neither fo impor- 
tant, nor ſo well areſied, as thoſe of the plant in 


queſtion, 
Aſter 
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After all, therefore, the Britiſh public would ſtill 
have been without any tolerable account of the Ice- 
land liverwort (if we except the Latin diſſertation 
printed by a foreigner at Glaſgow, and the obſerva- 
tions that have appeared in Dr. Simmons's Jour- 
nal) but for Dr. Aikin, who, in his edition of Lewis, 
which preceded all the above mentioned works, has 
given a conciſe hiſtory of this article, taken, for the 
moſt part, from Bergius. Since the time of that 
publication, ,however, in conſequence of further 
experiments, much additional information has been 
obtained concerning it; which we ſhall here ſupply 
from Profeſſor Murray, and ſome other authors. 


The dietetic and medicinal uſe of this ſpecies of 
lichen amongſt the Icelanders, was firſt mentioned 
by ſome Daniſh writers as far back as the laſt century. 
They ſpoke of its efficacy in ſpitting of blood, 
conſumption of the lungs, and feurvy : But their 
commendations of it were not attended to; and it 
was not till many years afterwards, that any further 
notice was taken of it. In the year 1737, however, 
Linnæus confirmed, by ſome new obſervations in 
the Lapland flora, the accounts which had been be- 
fore given of its antiphthiſical virtues. Yet, not- 
withſtanding this reſpectable authority, owing, as 
Profeſſor Murray has remarked, to ſome ſtrange 
forgetfulneſs, or indolence, that had taken hold of 

gn their 
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their minds, or perhaps from a vain apprehenſion of 
a ſtrong cathartic operation, of which it had been 
unjuſtly accuſed, practitioners ſtill continued to diſ- 
regard this remedy for a diſeaſe, in the treatment 
of which no probable means of relief ought to be 
left untried. Ar length, however, after an interval 
of more than thirty years, the public attention was 
again rouſed to this ſubje& by Scopoli's obſervations 

upon it in 1769; ſince which time it has been much 
employed, and with great ſucceſs, in Germany and 

other parts of the Continent, as appears from the 
writings of Ebeling, Stoll, Cramer, Herz, Foley,

It. has alſo proved ſerviceable in diar- 
rhæas of long ſtanding, in ſome kinds of dyſentery, 
in ſcurvy, &c. And, in convaleſcencies from fe- 
vers, where the body has been weakened and ema- 
ciated by want of food, by evacuations, and by the 
exhauſting power of the diſeaſe, eſpecially if the 
lungs have ſuffered, this plant is recommended as 
an excellent tonic and reſtorative medicine,

of the herb to a pint of milk, which is ordered to 
be drunk off in a morning. Bergius directs it to 
be boiled up in the ſame medium to the thickneſs of 
a pottage, which he gave to the amount of a quart a 
day, to conſumptive patients; many of whom, he 
ſays, were not only recovered, but were even made 
fat by it. But milk, though it covers in ſome mea- 
ſure tht bitterneſs of the medicine, and is generally 
ſuppoſed to be ſuited to phthiſical perſons, does ne- 
veitheleſs diſagree, in ſuch caſes, with many ſto- 
machs, and renders the medicine too glutinous and 
heavy for almoſt all. For theſe reaſons, the wa- 
tery decoction ſeems to be the beſt preparation of 
the two, and as ſuch we have given it the prefer- 
ence. 


With regard to the quantity proper to be given, 
the doſes ſhould be ſo proportioned and repeated, 
that about an ounce of the herb be conſumed in a 
day.

It may be proper to ſubjoin, that Dr. Stoll has 
forbidden it to be preſcribed where the lungs are 
aftively inflamed. M. Herz, of Berlin, has given 
fimilar cautions with regard to its exhibition in 
pulmonie 
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pulmonic affections; and has, moreover, en 
that it is not proper in dyſenteric caſes, as long as 
the tongue and fauces remain foul, the ſtomach and 
inteſtines not ſufficiently cleanſed, with ſymptoms 
of inflammation, and fixed pain in any part of the 


abdomen. 


Theſe obſervations on the Iceland liverwort, 
were inſerted in the firſt edition of this book in 
1791; at which time Dr. Woodville had not pro- 

ceeded ſo far as to the third volume of his uſeful 
work, intituled © Medical Botany,” the laſt number of 
which contains an account of this plant. But as he 
has not been ſo copious on this article as he has upon 
ſome others with which Britiſh practitioners are 
better acquainted, nor has added any thing material 
to what we had before mentioned, we are diſpoſed 
to let the remarks on this ſubje& remain as at firſt. 


We have only further to add, that we with ſome 
of our own practitioners would be induced by the 
ſucceſs which is ſaid to have followed its uſe abroad, 
to give it a fair trial here; a circumſtance the leſs 
difficult to bring about, as the plant itſelf is by no

But in his preſcription it is combined 
with a camphorated mixture, and :n the proportion 
of only four grains to eight ounces ; in which ſmall 
doſes, he ſays, he has experienced almoſt as. much, 
benefit in his hoſpital, as he has from three or four 
times that quantity, in his private practice. Dr. 
Wall, on the contrary, has remarked that he never 
found much effect from it (in low fevers with ſub- 
ſultus tendinum, and in various caſes of convulſion) 
when given under fix grains.

In the hands of a ſkilful and j udicious practitioner, 


wine is one of the beſt and moſt powerful ſtimu- 
lants which art or nature are capable of affording; 


for, beſides its well known uſe as a cordial in the 
common caſes of languor, weakneſs, and exhauſti- 
on, modern practice has moreover ſhewn it to be 
an admirable remedy in ſcurvy, gangrene, and 
putrid fevers. In the advanced ſtages of the laſt- 
mentioned fevers, it has been adminiſtered with the 
beſt effect by Pringle, Huxham, Brokelſby, &c. 
The firſt named phyſician uſed to order, in the jail 
or hoſpital fever, from a quarter to half a pint in a 
day, of the ſtrong kind of wine ; and of Rheniſh or 
ſmall French wine, as much as a quart a day. In 
low or nervous fevers, Dr. Gilchriſt allowed a bot- 
tle a day; and Dr. Heyſham gave as much as two 
bottles and a half in the ſpace of twenty-faur hours, 
in the putrid fever which appeared at Carliſle in 
1781, and thinks that even more might ſometimes 
be given with great advantage, Port wine is that 
which is generally employed in, and beſt ſuited to the 
above-mentioned caſes. It is proper to remark, 
however, that there are certain ſtates in low and 


| malignant fevers, in which the exhibition of wine

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is manifeſtly hurtful; and its uſe ſnould always be 
laid aſide whenever it is found to increaſe the heat, 
watchfulneſs, or delirium. And it is further to be 
noticed, that many practitioners of the preſent day 
(with whom © medicine is become the art of ad- 
miniſtering drams”) are too fond of preſcribing with 
a laviſh and random hand, wine and other cordials in 
the caſes above-mentioned, * drenching their patients 
therewith (to uſe the expreſſions of a bold and novel 
writer on this ſubject) till they are ſtimulated to 
death.” Inſtead of wine, ſome have recommended 
London bottled porter, for the above purpoſes ;

What has been ſaid before reſpecting the uſe of 
balſams in gleets, will be equally applicable here. 
The above acrid animal ſubſtances have been em- 
ployed, and ſometimes with ſucceſs, in various other 
affections of the urinary paſſages, beſides gleets ; 
| ſuch as fluor albus, diabetes, ſuppreſſion, and in- 
continency of urine, when brought on by an over 
diſtenſion of the bladder. . It may ſeem a paradox, 
ſays Dr. Carmichael Smith (who has recommended 
the cantharides in the two laſt caſes) that the ſame 
medicine ſhould be employed with ſucceſs in two 
diſeaſes ſo directly oppoſite to each other; but, he 
obſerves, however oppoſite theſe complaints may 
be in appearance, they often ariſe from the ſame 
cauſe, and either follow in ſucceſſion, or exiſt (that 
is a partial ſuppreſſion and incontinency) at one and 
the ſame time. The iſchuria veſicalis, or ſuppreſſion 
of urine, in which the laſt mentioned author has 
experienced the good effects of cantharides, is ac- 


companied by ſtrangury ; and may be diſtinguiſhed 
2 from 
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from other ſpecies of iſchuria, not only by this 
ſymptom, but alſo by a painful ſwelling at the re- 
gion of the pubes, by the ſuppreſſion being ſeldom 
complete, and always accompanied, ſooner or later, 
by incontinency of urine. Both in this incontinency 
of urine, which follows or accompanies the iſchuria 
veſicalis, and in that which accompanies a pally of 
the lower extremities, the ſame medicine has 
proved uncommonly ſerviceable. It is proper to 
remark, that Dr. Carmichael Smith recommends 
the cantharides in ſubſtance, having repeatedly 
tried the tincture without effect. He generally 
gave them, made into pills, in the doſe of one, 
two, or three grains, twice a day. In caſe of vio- 
lent ſtrangury, or other diſagreeable ſymptoms 
(which, however, when the medicine is adminiſtered 
in the doſes juſt mentioned, are not likely to hap- 
pen) recourſe muſt be had to mucilaginous liquors, 
emulſions, or milk. Of the internal exhibition of 
cantharides in low fevers, we avoid to take notice,

In a caſe of gout in the ſtomach, he has gone 
by degrees to the quantity of ten grains twice a day, 
and in tetanus, hydrophobia, mania, and the venereal 
diſeaſe, it has been given in ſtill larger doſes. Dr. 
Binns, of Liverpool, has given as much as two 
ſcruples of ſolid opium at one doſe in mania ; and 
ſome other practitioners of the fame place have given 
it as profuſely, and, we are told, with good effect, 

in this diſorder ; but the prudent phyſician will 
wait for further teſtimonies of its ſafety and efficacy, 
before he ventures to preſcribe it in maniacal caſes 


in ſuch hazardous quantities. The free adminiſtra- 


tion of opium in ſome of the caſes juſt mentioned, 


and in intermittents, putrid fevers, the confluent 


ſmall pox, and gangrene (not to mention its em- 
ployment in abortions, difficult parturition and 
floodings) may be reckoned amongſt the greateſt 
improvements in the modern practice of phyſic.

Saunders, that in the American war before the laſt,

and externally ; but as paralytic and other diſ- 

agreeable ſymptoms have ariſen from its application, 
molt of our practitioners ſeern to have thrown it 
| aſide, It appears from ſome late accounts, that 
the Hindoo phyſicians cure the elephantiaſis by the 
uſe of arſenic internally. They make it into pills 
with pepper. They likewiſe employ it externally, 
in the form of an ointment, for the cure of various 
cutaneous diſorders. It has been recommended as 
an antidote to the hydrophobia on the authority of a 
German peaſant, who, as it is ſtated by Spohr, in 
his Appendix to Aſti's Eſſay on the poiſon of mad 
animals, cured many perſons that had been bitten 
by mad dogs, and who, upon his death bed, dif:

Method of preparing the Eſſential Salt or Acid 
_" ee in the Humid Way.

'TO four ounces of quick-lime, add at firſt 


a pound of water, and, when the ebullition is over, 


eight pounds more of water. Then put a pound of 
finely powdered reſin of benzoin into a tinned pan 
or kettle, and mix with it at firſt about fix ounces, 
and afterwards, by ſucceſſive additions, the whole 
of the milk of lime above deſcribed. Boil the mix- 
ture over a gentle fire for half an hour, keeping it 
conſtantly ſtirred ; then take it off the fire, and let 
it ſtand to ſettle for an hour; after which pour 


off the clear liquor into a glaſs veſſel. Upon the 


reſiduum in the pan, pour eight pounds more of 


milk of lime ; and after boiling them together for 
half an hour, take the mixture from the fire, and 
ſet it by to ſettle ; after which, add the clear liquor of 


this boiling to the former. Then pour upon the re- 
mainder ſome more milk of lime, and boil and de- 


cant as before; laſtly, put all that is left undiſſolved 


upon 
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upon a filter, waſh it well with hot water, mix the 

clear liquors together, and, after boiling them 
down to two pounds, ſtrain the whole into an- 
other glaſs or glazed veſſel; and when the filtrated 
liquor is become cold, add to it muriatic acid (keep- 
ing it conſtantly ſtirred) till there ceaſes to be any 
precipitation, or till the liquor taſtes a little ſouriſh, 
Dry the obtained precipitate (which 1s the eſſential 
falt oracid of benzoin) upon a filter (a cloth filter 
ſhould be uſed, and not blotting paper, in which 
the ſalt is apt to cryſtallize, ſo as to obſtruct the 
filtration) and edulcorate it thoroughly, by repeat- 
_ ed affuſions of cold water; then dry it again, To 
obtain the falt in a ſhining ſtate, diſſolve it again 
in hot water, evaporate and cryſtallize in the cold. 


In this proceſs, the lime combines with the acid 
of benzoin, extracted from the reſin during the 
boiling ; but as the muriatic acid, which is after- 
wards added, has a greater affinity to the calcareous 
earth, it diſlodges the acid of benzoin, and unites 
with the lime itſelf, forming therewith a compound 
that remains diſſolved in the liquor; while the diſ- 
engaged acid or falt of benzoin, on account of its 
little ſolubility in cold water, falls to the bottom in 

the form of a powder. See SchEELE's Ess ars.

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ARTICLE II. 


Method of preparing the Eſſential Salt or Acid 
of Tartar. 


WHATEVER ſerves as a cheap and 
pleaſant ſubſtitute for the juice of lemons, and 
the other native vegetable acids (which are not al- 
ways procurable, eſpecially on journies and long 
voyages) and at the ſame time that it is more pa- 
latable than the mineral acids, is, as a Refrigerant 
and Antifeptic, at leaſt equally efficacious with 
them, muſt certainly be conſidered as a valuable 
acquiſition to the materia medica. Such is the acid 
of tartar ; and as ſuch it has lately been received 
into moſt of the foreign diſpenſatories ; while, to 
our ſurpriſe, neither the London nor Edinburgh 
College have given it a place in their new phar- 
macopœias. It is prepared in the following man- 
ner: 


Take 2 lbs. of pulveriſed cryſtals of tartar, and 
1olbs. of water, and boil for an hour in a tinned 
kettle, adding to the liquor whilſt it is yet boiling, 

Es about 
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about nine ounces of prepared oyſter ſhells (not all 
at once, but in divided portions, the mixture being 
ſtirred on each addition) till no more efferveſcence 
ariſes. Then take the liquor from the fire, and let 
it ſtand for half an hour, that the ſelenite of tartar 
(tartariſed calcareous earth) may ſettle at the bot- 
tom; after which, pour off the clear ſupernatant 
liquor or lixivium into another veſſel, and waſh the 
ſediment (i. e. the tartariſed ſelenite) with freſh 
quantities of cold water, till the water N to 
have an acid taſte “. 


In the next place, pour into a large glaſs veſſel, 
lo lbs. of pure water, and add to it cautiouſly, and 
little by little, 10 ounces of vitriolic acid. To this 
diluted vitriolic acid, gradually add the ſelenite of 
tartar (tartariſed calcareous earth) prepared in the 
manner above-mentioned, and ſet the mixture, 
ſtirring it well with a wooden ſpatula, in a ſand- 
bath, and digeſt therein for twenty-four hours. 
During this expoſure to a ſand-heat, the vitriolic 
acid expels the acid of tartar from the calcareous 
earth, and unites with the earth itſelf, ſo as to form 
oypſum, which falls to the bottom, whilſt the diſ- 

engaged tartareous acid mixes with the ſupernatant 


The lixivium and waſhings ſhould not be thrown away; for, 
if filtrated and-evaporated, they will yield about a pound of tar- 


tariſed kali, | 
Bb 2 quor. 
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liquor. This liquor is to be filtrated ; and the re- 
ſiduum on the filter is to be lixiviated with freſh 
quantities of water, till the water paſſes through 
taſteleſs. The filtrated liquor and the waſhings 
(both which contain more or leſs of the acid of 
tartar) are to be put together in glaſs or porcelain 
| veſſels, to be evaporated to a cuticle, and afterwards 
| ſet by in a cool place for three or four days, that 
the ſelenite, if the liquor contain any, may ſettle at 
the bottom. After this, filter again, evaporate 
and cryſtallize. In this way about 10 ounces of 


acid of tartar may be. obtained from 2 Ibs. of 
cryſtals of tartar. | 


If it be deſired to have the acid in a highly pu- 
rified ſtate and of a white appearance, an ounce of 
charcoal powder, together with a few ſmall lumps 
of charcoal, ſhould be added to the filtrated 
liquor, which is afterwards to be evaporated to the 
conſiſtence of a ſyrup, and ſet by in a cool place to 
cryſtallize.” The liquor that remains after the cryſ- 
tallization, is to be farther evaporated and cryſtal- 
lized, till all the acid of tartar is extracted from it*,

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It may not always be neceſſary to evaporate the 
filtrated liquor to the point of cryſtallization ; as the 
acid of tartar is quite as well ſuited to moſt pur- 
poſes, in the liquid as in the concrete ſtate, _ 


To know whether there be any vitriolic acid re- 
maining in the filtrated liquor, take a ſmall quantity 
of it, and drop into it a few drops of water of ace- 
tated litharge, L. Ph. There will inſtantly appear a 


white precipitate, which, if the liquor be free from 


vitriolic acid, will be immediately diſſolved on the 
addition of a little nitrous acid, and the liquor will 
again become clear; whereas, if the liquor remains 
turbid after the addition of the nitrous acid, we 
may be ſure that it ſtill contains ſome vitriolic acid. 
In this caſe, it will be proper to add a few more 
ounces of ſelenite of tartar (tartariſed calcareous 
earth) to the liquor, and to digeſt with a gentle 
heat, in order that the vitriolic acid may unite with 
the calcareous earth into gypſum; after which the 
liquor, thus purified from vitriolic acid, muſt be 
again filtrated, evaporated, and cryſtallized.

” To decompound heavy ſpar ting to Bergman's 1 
mix together equal quantities of finely pulveriſed heavy ſpar, pre- 
pared kali and charcoal duſt, put the mixture in a covered cru- 
cible, and ſubject it to a red heat for about an hour. Upon the 
calcined maſs, after reducing it to powder, pour diluted nitrous 
or muriatic acid, till all efferveſcence ceaſes, and the liquor has a 
ſour taſte. Then filtrate the ſolution, and precipitate the pon- 
derous earth with prepared kali (Bergman Sciagraph. H. 85). 


* Scheele's proceſs (Crell's Chemical Journal [Engliſh Tranſlation ] 
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marine acid. Let a ſeparate portion of the ſame 
earth be rendered cauſtic, by expoſing it in a cru- 
cible to a red heat, and let diſtilled water be poured 
upon it when cold. A ſmall quantity of this bary- 
tic-lime water, previouſly filtrated, being added to 
the ſolution of the earth in the marine acid, if the 
mixture remain tranſparent, the ſolution is pure ; 
but if not, it is contaminated with earthy or me- 
tallic ſalts. In the latter caſe, let barytic lime wa- 
ter be flowly poured into the ſolution, till no farther 
precipitation takes place; and to the filtered liquor, 
let as much marine acid be added as may be neceſ- 
ſary to ſaturate the ſuperfluous earth. By this 
method (which ſhould be conducted with the ut-

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Aſter ſaturating a given quantity of water with 


the muriated barytes, it is proper to add a little 
exceſs of acid. The addition of the acid in ſome 
meaſure deprives it of its bitter taſte, and renders 
it more grateful to the ſtomach. It is neceſlary, 
however, that the quantity of acid which is thus 
added, ſhould be very ſmall ; for otherwiſe the 
ſtrength of the ſolution will be diminiſhed by the 
precipitation of a conſiderable proportion of the 
ſalt. It is further of great importance, that a /a- 
turated ſolution be uſed, in order that the doſe may 
be adjuſted with ſufficient accuracy; and, for the 
purpoſe of determining it with greater preciſion, 
it is recommended that the ſolution be dropped 
from a ſmall apothecary's phial, that the ſize of 
the drops may be nearly equal. |

As the heavy ſpar ſometimes contains lead and 
other poiſonous metals, it is proper to determine, 
by the well known chemical teſts, that the earth 
extracted from it, and the ſalt therewith prepared, 
be free from ſuch contamination. An admixture 
of iron needs not to be regarded ; it is rather uſeful 
than otherwiſe.
